It would have been. surprising 
had the polling yielded any other 
result, But the figures, also 
indicate that there is to-day leas 
enthusiasm for Hitler and Nazi 
policies than there wag at the 
time of the Reichstag elections 
in November. Taking count of 
the Invalid votes as well as of 
those which were ‘definitely cast 
against Hitler,-it-is.seon-that-no 
fewer than five million pcople 
registered their opposition to the 
Nazi regime. It is significant, 
also, that half a million people in 
Berlin voted ~against Hitler— 
something like ten per cent. of 
the voting .populace of the 
capital, When the fact is borne 
in mind that the whole of the 
propaganda resources of the 
State were marshalled in aid of 
the Nazi cause, and that the 
anti-Nazi. elements dared, not 
attempt.any organised campaign,
